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Program Notes 


Italian Inspiration 


In the middle of January, 1707, a Roman diarist noted that "there has 
arrived in this city a Saxon, a most excellent player on the harpsichord 


and organ, who today gave a flourish of his skill by playing the organ 


in the church of S. Giovanni to the amazement of everyone present.” 


NOTES IN BRIEF 

When Handel came to Rome in 1707, he was all 
of 22 years old, with several operas already 
under his belt. He wanted to discover for 
himself the thrilling new music coming out of 
Italy. On his arrival, the Romans were amazed by 
his imagination and talent. Handel was soon 
commissioned for a series of large-scale psalm 
settings, and he responded with a music of 
electric theatricality. Tonight's program is drawn 
from these “Carmelite Vespers.” Inspired by 
Rome's high level of instrumental playing and the 
virtuosity of Roman singers, Handel produced 
works that pushed his musicians to their limits. 


Handel combines several elements in these 
pieces. He imitates the carefully-worked 
orchestral textures of Arcangelo Corelli, who 
probably led his band. Since these psalms are 
church music, he introduces learned fugues. 
And, to satisfy his patrons’ love of extravagant 
display, he takes the operatic verve of 
composers like Alessandro Scarlatti to an even 
higher level. Listen for Handel's dramatic word- 
painting in these works, particularly in Dixit 
Dominus: the breaking of heads at 
“conquassabit capitis,” for instance, or the cool 
running water of “de torrente in via bibet.” In 
Dixit Dominus, everyone gets to show off; in 
Saeviat tellus and Laudate pueri, the spotlight is 
on the soprano soloist. 





This is one of the first documented appearances 
of the young George Friderick Handel. He had 
been lured south by a chance meeting with a 
Medici prince in Hamburg, who (according to 
Handel's earliest biographer) assured the young 
composer that "there was no country [like Italy] 
in which a young proficient could spend his time 
to so much advantage." 


Handel arrived in Rome to discover a city that 
was bursting with Counter-Reformation culture. 
The current Pope had shut down the public 
opera house which thrived under his 
predecessor. But this didn’t stop the artistically 
adventurous patrons of the city from mounting 
concerts, oratorios, and even operas in their own 
sumptuous private theaters. Rome was a city 
dominated by a few rich patrons. Some of these 
were cardinals, relatives of various popes; others 
were nobles. Handel worked for most of them 
during his time in Rome, and several of them 
became close friends. 


Along with semi-public concerts in palaces, 
Rome had a lively music scene in its churches. 
Nearly every large religious institution had a 
crew of instrumentalists on call. The A-team of 
Roman players at the time was an ensemble led 
by the great Arcangelo Corelli, whose perfectly 
balanced compositions had become wildly 
popular throughout Europe. Corelli was famous 
in Rome not only for his immaculate playing, but 
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for his unusually disciplined orchestra. 
Domenico Scarlatti later explained that "Corelli 
regarded it as essential to the ensemble of a 
band, that their bows should all move exactly 
together, all up, or all down; so that at his 
rehearsals, which constantly preceded every 
public performance of one of his concertos, he 
would immediately stop the band if he 
discovered one irregular bow.

The stunning effect of the Roman orchestra at 
the time was matched by the virtuosity of its 
singers. Many of the soloists Handel met here, 
like Margherita Durastanti, would continue to 
work with him throughout his career. The sheer 
sonic brilliance of voices and instruments was 
something that the Church recognized as a 
means to overwhelm the soul with beauty; they 
worked on the ear just as Bernini’s sacred 


Portrait believed to be of Handel towards the end

sculptures and architecture inspired the eye. In 
fact, these orchestras and choruses became 
themselves the spectacle of concerts at the 
time. This may well have provided an acceptable 
alternative to the more dangerous spectacle of 
opera singers revealing their illicit desires 
onstage; here the focus is on the music itself, 

and of course on the text the music vividly 
illustrates. 


Handel's own compositions during his Roman 
sojourn contain some of his most striking 
inspirations. His setting of Dixit Dominus, Psalm 
No. 109, is full of confident and breathtaking 
gestures. It opens with a swirl of brilliant string- 
writing, punctuated with the chorus’ 
interjections of "Dixit" Then follows a whole 
catalogue of striking musical effects that Handel 
calls upon to convey the sense of the words: the 
violent percussive effects of "scabellum pedum 
tuorum'" or "et non poenitebit eum,” the grand 
fugue on "tu es sacerdos in aeternam,' with its 
brilliant running counter-subject "secundum 
ordinem Melchisedek," the fire of "implebit 
ruinas,’ and the harsh attacks of "conquassabit 
capita in terra multorum," followed by the 
murmuring water-sounds of "de torrente in via 
bibet." The whole effect is profoundly theatrical, 
like the architecture in which it was heard. 
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Handel finished Dixit Dominus in April of 1707. 
Recently, scholars have begun to wonder 
whether this work was part of a massive Vespers 
service Handel was involved in later that year. 
The Colonna family, patrons of the Carmelite 
order, commissioned several other large-scale 
choral works from Handel during the summer of 
1707, including Saeviat tellus and Laudate pueri. 
Judging by some surviving parts, both seem to 
have been performed for a special service on 
July 16, the feast-day of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel, at the church of the Madonna di Monte 
Santo in the Piazza del Popolo. Dixit Dominus, 
another Vespers psalm, may well have featured 
in this service as well. 


The splendid church where this grand service 
occurred had been built to honor a reform- 
minded branch of the Carmelites, who sought to 
live an especially strict version of the monastic 
rule. The annual festival of Our Lady 
commemorated the Virgin's appearance to Pope 
Honorius, where she encouraged him to support 
the Carmelite Order. Somewhat ironically for an 
order devoted to liturgical austerity, this feast 
was traditionally celebrated with as much 
splendor as its patrons could provide. This 
occasion is most vividly captured in the text of 
Saeviat tellus, a tribute to the Carmelites 
specially written for the occasion. 


A "Carmelite Vespers,” paralleling Monteverdi's 
Vespers of 1610, is an attractive idea, one that 
brings together much of the choral music Handel 
composed during his Roman sojourn. It also 
makes for an impressively long service, and 
perhaps only the truly devout would have sat— 
or stood!—through the entire service in the 
wilting heat of a Roman summer. In this 
program, we have a taste of this splendid music, 
with three of Handel’s most spectacular 
compositions. You can hear in them the 
headlong enthusiasm of a composer who has 
just learned to speak a new style fluently, and 
who is preoccupied with pushing this musical 
language to its technical limits. No one else was 
writing such densely demanding music at the 
time; it’s perhaps useful to remember, and be 
amazed, that the composer was only twenty- 
two at the time.

A View of the Salons 


Handel’s Roman duties involved performing or composing for his patron’s weekly soirées. One vivid 
account of Cardinal Ottoboni'’s salon has come down to us from a contemporary witness: 


His Eminence keeps in his pay the best musicians and performers in Rome... so that every 
Wednesday he has an excellent concert in his palace. We were there served with ices and other 
delicate liquors ... but the greatest inconveniency in all these concerts is that one is pestered with 
swarms of trifling little Abbés, who come thither on purpose to fill their bellies with these liquors, 
and to carry off the crystal bottles with the napkins into the bargain.

Grant Llewellyn, conductor 





Now in his third season as Music Director of the 


Handel and Haydn Society, Grant Llewellyn has 
earned the acclaim of critics and audiences alike, 
and has established his presence as an engaging 
and dynamic force in Boston's musical life. Mr. 
Llewellyn has served as Assistant Conductor of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, Principal Guest 
Conductor of the Stavanger Symphony, and 
Principal Conductor of the Royal Flanders 
Philharmonic. He retains an especially close link 


with the BBC National Chorus and Orchestra of 
Wales, where he holds the title of Conductor in 
Residence. He has conducted many of the world’s 
leading orchestras, such as the Royal Liverpool 
Philharmonic Orchestra and the Toronto and 
Houston Symphony Orchestras. Opera 
engagements include productions with the English 
National Opera, Spoleto USA, and the St. Louis 
Opera Theatre. In demand around the globe, this 
acclaimed musician has guest appearances this 
season with Opera North in Leeds, the Utah 
Symphony Orchestra, the Southwest German 
Radio Orchestra (Stuttgart), the Kansas City 
Symphony, the Calgary Philharmonic, and 
subscription concerts with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. In 2002 Llewellyn became the subject 
of a BBC Television documentary aired throughout 
the United Kingdom. 


Handel and Haydn Society 


Under the leadership of music director Grant 
Llewellyn and conductor laureate Christopher 
Hogwood, the Society is a leader in historically 
informed performance, specializing in music for 
chorus and orchestra from the Baroque and 
Classical eras. Each Handel and Haydn concert is 
distinguished by the use of instruments, 
techniques, and performance styles typical of the 
period in which it was composed. Now in its 189th 
season, the Society has a long tradition of musical 
excellence, including the American premieres of 
Handel's Messiah (1818), which the Society has 
performed every year since 1854, Haydn's 


The Creation (1819), Verdi's Requiem (1878) and 
Bach's St. Matthew Passion (1889). Recent seasons 
have offered collaborations with prominent jazz 
artists, a series of semi-staged operas, and 
weekend-long festivals. Handel and Haydn has 
been featured nationwide on NPR's acclaimed 
"SymphonyCast" program and on numerous 
recordings, including Sir John Tavener’s 
Lamentations and Praises for which it won a 2002 
Grammy® Award. The organization's Educational 
Outreach Program brings the joy of classical music 
to more than 10,000 students each year in over 50 
public schools throughout Massachusetts. 
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Soprano Dominique Labelle is known for the 
luminous beauty of her voice, her committed 
stage presence, and the impeccable musicianship 
that she brings to her appearances in opera, 
concert, and recital. A frequent guest of the 
Handel and Haydn Society, she most recently 
appeared in Bach’s Mass in B Minor last October. 
Ms. Labelle has appeared with many of the 
finest symphonies, including those of Boston, 
Cleveland, Dallas, Houston, New York,

Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Toronto with 
such noted conductors as Bernard Haitink, 
Christopher Hogwood, Kurt Masur, Nicholas 
McGegan, Seiji Ozawa, Sir Roger Norrington, 
Robert Shaw, and Franz Welser-Most. Her 
operatic appearances have included leading roles 
with Boston Lyric Opera, Canadian Opera 
Company, Gottingen Handel Festival, 
Glimmerglass Opera, and Vancouver Opera. One 
of today’s finest interpreters of Handel, she 
presented the modern-day premiere of his 
recently discovered Gloria at the International 
Handel Festival in Gottingen with Nicholas 
McGegan conducting the Philharmonia Baroque 
Orchestra, and has since performed the work 
with the Philadelphia Orchestra and the Wiener 
Akademie in Vienna’s Musikverein.
